The 
brake linings are woven asbertas aod 
copper wire and while nonbarnaWe 
they will •wear In eorrespondeace with 
their judicious nse or abuse. The 
brakes muse be so adjusted that the 
linings bear evenly and with tbe saose 
pressure on the brain drams. 


" Unfortunately the aTerage flrirer 
does not nse Ms bi«ke» trith any de- 
gree of discretion. He knows that 
they will stop the car and as a con- 
sequence keeps morinc at his accus- 
tomed rate of speed n-tfl almost 
abreast o£ the point wntre.h* wishes 
to bring the machine to a stop. Then 
the brakes are suddenly applied and 
the car abruptly stopped. The aver- 
-age motor car \vei "hs In the neighbor- 
hood of 3,000 pounds or more, and to 
bring this much weight to a snddea 
stop when traveling ten miles an hoar 
or better requires the exertion of some 
pressure. It not only tends to wear 
the break out faster than necessary, 
but the effect on the car as. a whole 
is not such as to Increase Its service- 
ability. 


Many of the accidents that occur 


today could be avoided If the owner 
would but take a. few minutes' time 
every week or tea days t* himself 
. examine, or have it done for him, the 
braking system of his car. Perhaps 
the last time that It became neces- 
sary to apply the brakes snadealy 
they functioned properly but when 
needed again In an "emergency were 
found Inefficient. 
Collisions many 


times occur because the brakes fall 
• to wort. 
- - 


One way to Insist upon good brakes 


Is for the police department when 
Investigating an accident to examine 
the brakes of the car or cars con- 
cerned and If they are found to be 
Inefficient make this prima facie evi- 
dence of the guilt of the driver of 
the car. aiptormen on the street cars, 
though they use tae air brake, the 
greater portion of the time, are. re-" 
quired at fire stops to use the hand 
brake. This Is not because the hand 
brake Is more efficient than the air, 
but to Insure that It Is In serviceable 
condition if It should become neces- 
sary to use It on account of the fail- 
ure of the air. Certainly If this Is 
good policy on a street car the same 
attention should be good for the mo- 
tor car, be It passenger car or truck. 
"Whea they are running about the 
streets of the" city with faulty means 
of bringing them to a sudden stop 
in case of necessity they are a source 
of danger not only to the occupants of 
the car itself, hut to the other users 
of the streets as well.
